HUNTINGTON DENIED BY THE PRESIDENT. 
Curicaao, Oct. 19.—A Washington 
special says that C. P. Huntington called 
' on the President last night in relation 
to the appointment of a commissioner to 
_ @xamine and report upon the completion 
of the Southern Pacific Road from Fort 
‘Wayne to El Paso. An authentic report 
to-night is that Huntington’s mission 
was not successful, the President hesi- 
tating to assume the responsibility of 
‘appointing a commissioner,which would 
in effect amount to an executive de- 
cison that the Southern Pacific is a land 
grant road. The result of this will be 
to lay the whole case before Congress, 
which it is understood the President has 
decided to do, without special recom- 
mendation.

to some man that they might be raised 

from the dead. Mormons thought no 

more of taking additional wives than 

~they did of buying cows. Men were 

commanded to beat their wives if they 

rebelled against polygamy, and that it 

were better to crucify the body than let 
tie soul go to destruction. ©

Slight 
shocks are still felt on the Island of 
Chios.

200. deaths were caused by the earth- 
quake. 
THE EARTH LITERALLY SWALLOWED UP 
HIOUSES AND PEOPLE. 
ATHENS, Oct. 19.—The Government 
has sent two ships to the Grecian Arcb- 
ipelago with supplies forthe sufferers 
by the earthquake. One thousand two 
hundred and ten bodies were recovered 
near Chesme, in Anatome. The earth 
near Atlatea literally swallowed up 
“houses and people.

A Defeated Nevada Candidate Sues

San Francisco, Oct. 19. — George 
Ernst, who ran for the Attorney Gener- 
alship of Nevada on the Democratic 
ticket in 1881, and was defeated, brought 
an action against the Evening Post for 
libel, with fifty thousand dollars dam- 


ages, claiming that his defeat was large- 
ly due, if not entirely so, to an article 
published ip that paper reflecting on the 
plaintiff's previous public acis. He 
was non-suited to-day on appeal. Judge 
Rearden decided the case, sustaining 
the demurrer, the decision being chiefly 
based on the fact that a mere inference 
is not sufficient to entitle plaintiff to any 
cause of action. 


San Francisco, Oct. 19.—At a meet- 
ing of the Railroad Commission this 
morning, a communication was read 
from Controller Dunn regarding attor- 
ney’s fees in the case of the Pacific 
Coast Steamship Company versus the 
cld board of Railroad Commissioners. 
They had agreed to pay Belcher & Bel- 
cher one thousand dollars, Chipman & 
Garter one thousand dollars and Clitus 
Barbour tive hundred dollars, as fees to 
defend the Commission in the U. 8S. 
Circuit Court. 

Judge Field recently decided a case to 
the effect that the State had no power 
to regulate fares and freights of steam- 
ers plying three miles out from land. 
The Railroad Commissioners contended 
that its attorneys were bound to prose- 
cute the case to a final termination, 
meaning the U. S. Supreme Court.

Commissioner Foote 
stated that the attorneys refused to pro- 
ceed further without additional fees. On 
motion of Carpenter the lawyers will be 
requested to advise the board how to 
proceed, and if the decision of Judge 
Fieldis conclusive. Carpenter offered 
orders for a reduction of thirty-five per 
cent.on present rates on all cereals 
from San Franscisco, Port Costa, Stock- 
ton and Sacramento to all other points, 
and between the same of twenty-five 
per cent. on fluur-and ground grain of 
all kinds from, to, and between the 
Same points. Other reductions, aver- 
aging twenty per cent., are proposed, 
mainly on parening implements, grain. 
sacks, etc. 


FAILURE OF A LIFE-BOAT EXPERIMENT.§ 


San Francisco, Oct. 19.—The life- 
boat exercises this morning on ocean 
beach, Pacific ocean, were a great fail- 
ure. When about three hundred yards 
from shore, a life-boat capsized. The 
men in cork jackets reached the land 
safely, but Captain Ellis, in command, 
to whose carelessness the accident is 
attributed, was with difticulty rescued.

A FRESH CASE OF YELLOW FEVER ARRIVES, 


San Francisco, Oct. 19.—Pacific 
mail steamship Granada, which arrived 
to-day from Panama, brought one case 
of yellow fever, Christina Monica, a na- 
tive of Switzerland.

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THROUGH ENGLISH EYES. 


It is a gratifyimg fact that there are 
some intelligent and appreciative Eng- 
lishmen now and then visiting America, 
who look upon us with unprejudiced 
eyes, and are willing to concede the 
greatness of American institutions, 
and give some time to the honest 
study of the genius of republican gov- 
ernment. Such men are benefactors, 
not only to this country-but to their 
own, for.they are always ready to de- 
fend us against unreasoning prejudice 
and to dispassionately discriminate 
between the good and the evil which 
they may find in our republican form 
of government. At a dinner tendered 
to Lord Coleridge in New York on the 


eleventh instant, that gentleman 
showed himself to have been a 
close observer and _student of 


American customs and policy. He 
spoke with authority of the state of 
the law inthe two countries, and it 
may surprise Americans to learn that 
the “ law’s delay” 1 is now greater here 
than in slow- moving England. He 
said that the chief glory of the United 
States is not its size, its wealth, or its 
rapidly increasing population, but 
“the indepéndence and prosperity of 
the middle classes.” He concluded by 
a sharp rebuke to snobs on both sides 
of the water, who would alter the or- 
ganic character of our institutions in 
the direction of a more aristocratic so- 
ciety, saying “you have been advised 
to establish a monarchy, have a hered- 
itary Senate, re-enact a primogeniture 
law, and make other radical changes 
in conformity to English forms. When 
I read these things I ask myself, 
what air can these men have breathed 
in America?) What manner of Ameri- 
Iam not blind 
to the grertness or the virtues of my 
own country, but what is best for us 
is not best for you, and vice versa.” 


oA CHIVALROUS PUNISHMENT- 


Griffin, Georgia, has been guilty of 
an act that is worthy of the general 
execration of the American public. 


- The boasted chivalry of the South for- 


got itself when it ordered a woman to 
be placed in the chain-gang. The 
woman was guilty of drunkenness, and 
was sent to jail because she could not 
pay her fine; and later,-when she re- 
fused to work when sent out with the 
gang upon the streets, she was chained 


to the tail of a dump eart, 
and with  fettered feet, she

hood. But no matter how-great her 
degradation, the so-called justice which 
compelled her to such punishment was 
infamous, and an outrage upon the 
civilization of the nineteenth century. 
Every better instinct of humanity re- 
volts against it. The spectacle of that 
woman fettered to that chain-gang 
cart, and dragging her chains through 
the streets, was as degrading to the 
authorities who ordered it as to the 
It was 
an actin keeping with the cruelty of 
the whipping post and the slave mart 
of an extinct barbarism.

But no matter how it may in- 
crease, 1t wiil not interfere with the 
market for California oranges, as our 
fruit ripens so much later, the Florida 
article is out of the market by the 
time that ours is ready for it.

policy.

ZODIACAL LIGHTS. 


Explanation of Phenomena Which 
Appeared about Los Angeles. 

Signal Service Officer Collins informed 
a Times reporter last evening that the re- 
markable red lights seen just after sunset, 
for a night or two past, are scientifically 
termed zodiacal lighte, and pointed out 
in a late copy of the Monthly Weather 
Review, published by the Government at 
Washington, a record of the appearance 
of these lights in the United States. A 
scientific explanation of the zodiacal light 


is, that it is due to illuminated (partly, 
perhaps, self-luminous) matter surround- 
ing the sun, ina very flat lenticular form, 
nearly coinciding with the plane of the 
ecliptic, or rather with the sun’s equator, 
and extending to a distance from the sun 
getand than that of the earth, since 

8 apex is often seen more than 90 de- 
grees from the sun- It seems to have 
first been distinctly pointed out by Cas- 
sini, and was long regarded as the sun’s 
atmosphere. The appearance of these 
lights in this section is very rare. There 
is a popular belief in the East that they 
are precursors of very wet weather. 

A non-scientific explanation of the lu- 
minous sky, given by a gentleman who 
has just returned from the coast, is that 
it is caused by the sun’s rays striking 
clouds of smoke rolling over from a point 
beyond the Santa Monica mountains,. 
where an extensive fire is raging.
